SUPREME IIEADQUARTEItS ALLIED EXPEDITION- 
AUY KUltCE, Sunday July y (/P>— A violent battle un- 
eniialled since D-dsy runed for Caen last night witli the 
llritish finhtiiift into the northea.st outskirts of the biK river 
port Imrrinn the road to I';iris.

At a bond rally of the New York Curb ex 
change, Fred C. Moffatt. Its pre.ildent. ex. 
pressed the opinion that ■'stark reports from 
the brittle fronts" rather than "Ihenlrlcals'" 
should be the persuasive factor In the sule 
of war bonds.

After an, the point Is to sell war biii\ilK. i\nd 
they, are being sold— and bought nt a rate 
ahead of the last bond drive. 
. Results still count most. And even the most 
fastidious can find sntlsfactlon In the spec, 
tacle of Americans over-subscrlblnR one Im- 
mense quota after another wUh hlRh spirits 
ns well as a knowledge of their serious obll- 
Rations. 



RADAR AND RETICRNCK 
Rushing In where auRcls tear to Ueail, we 
arc so bold as to take Issue with Dr. irvhiK 
Langmulr. distlnguislicd American physicist 
and Nobel Prize winner, on a rather mislead- 
ing statement.
